During the war, however, the hog 
was foreed to take a back seat by 
the appearance of synthetic bristles 
of various kinds. And now there is 
a new threat to his former monop- 
oly.

Not, 
we hasten to add, that our domestic 
hogs couldn’t raise nice bristles. It is 
just that the local bristles are not 
long enough, duc to the fact that 
American hog raisers do not, as a 
rule, keep boars long enough to grow 
bristles of the desired length

Seabirds of Gaspe 
Grounds Close _to

While ocean liners pass close to 
the little French-Canadian village 
of Perce, no man-made booming of 
boat horns sound above the pound- 
ing of the surf, the thunderous beat- 
ing of countless wings, and the rau- , 
cous calling of tens of thousands of 


tles keep still, his salutes after 
a successful crossing wait until 
he is further up the Gaspe coast 
of Canada, for the regulations call - 
for no man-made noise blasts off 
the little village of Perce. 

For off this little fishermen's 
village, with its French-speaking 
Scots and Irish, are the two last 
breeding places on this continent 
of many types of seabirds, which 
flocked the coasts in countless 
millions when the first explorers 
discovered what is now the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. P 

Today Perce Rock, off the little 
village, and Bonaventure Island, 
three miles out to sea from Perce, 


miles long and a mile and a half 
wide: On its seaward side are 
great cliffs of red sandstone, whose 
broad ledges form secure nesting 
places for throngs of seabirds. It 
is like a huge apartment house for 
birds, with a sea view on all sides. 
Perce Rock is an isolated limestone 
mass about 1,500 feet long, 300 
feet wide, and about as high above 
the sea. 


* = = 


Brightly colored, rugged with 
steep cliffs which cannot’ be easily 
climbed, these two nesting rocks 
are secluded, according to the 
instincts of breeding birds, which 
pick hidden places to lay their 
eggs and hatch their young. 

Perce Rock has no inhabitants } 
except birds; its sides are too 
steep for the best climbers. Bona- 
venture Island has a few homes. 
an old church, ruins on its top, 
and can be climbed from one side, 
the other sides slipping almost 
straight down into the pounding 
sea. Some 10 families live on Bon- 
aventure Island, but back in 1600 
it was widely known to fishermen.’ 
The birds were so numerous they 
were like a “fog” to quote the 
early explorers. 

Later Bonaventure became the 
home of bauccaneers and priva- 
teers who waged war on the ships 
of France. Settlers came from

Most studied of the birds is the 
gannet, known to ancient mariners 
as solan geese, a bird as large as 
a goose, pure white with black 


which spread to over six feet when 
in flight. It can fly swiftly, climb 
rapidly, or instantly. check its flight 
and nose dive from 200 feet with un- 
erring accuracy on a mackerel, its 
chief food. 

When its landing area is not 
too small, the ganifiet lands on the 
edge of its nesting ledge, runs for 
several feet, sometimes falling on 
its breast if the speed is great. In 
limited space though the gannet is 
awkward on its feet, it can make 
a perfect spot landing. 

Boatmen circle Bonaventure Is- 
land each Summer with the grow- 
ing number of visitors. From the 
sea can be seen every ledge and 
shelf covered with white as though 
snow had been piled in drifts 
on the cliffs, allowing only the dull 
red color of the rock to show in a 
few spots.

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What Science Is Doing 


Influenza Vaccine 

Of more than ordinary moment 
is. the announcement made to the 
Philadelphia Section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society that research- 
ers have developed a new vaccine 
capable of preventing influenza epi- 
demics ‘such as took 150,000,000 
lives after the First World War. 

This encouraging’ word comes 
from an eminent authority, Dr, 
Wendell M. Stanley of the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, Princeton, N.J., a Nobel 
Prize winner and-a scientist most 
unlikely to go about making, merely 
wishful forecasts. 

According to Dr. Stanley, the 
new vaccine, like three others al- 
ready available, has proven effec- 
tive in mass inoculations of 120,000 
persons in a big industrial concern, 
but its crowning merit it that, un- 
like the others, it causes no un- 
favorable reactions, such as chills, 
fevers or bodily aches. 

Medicine moves slowly and with 
caution as it should. But this looks 
like an important addition to the 
doctors’ ‘armament against disease. 
Particularly will the vaccine devel- 
oped under the direction of the fa- 
mous Dr, Stanley be of interest to 
laymen when the latter are told that 
some medical men believe there 
will be a recurring cycle of epidemic 
influenza next year. 


German Specialists 
Coming to Canada 


Importation of 14 German spe- 
cialists is expected to provide at 
least a thousand aew jobs for 
Canadians. These Germans are 
technicians, with the special know- 
ledge and skill to introduce brand 
new processes and products into 
this country, says the Financial 
Post. 

Admittedly these specialists re- 
present the very cream of the mil- 
lions of immigrants ge could get 
from defeated Germany. Normally 
we couldn't hope to attract many 
in their topnotch category. But, if 
we wished, we could secure many 
hundreds. of thousands of poten- 
tial ‘specialists f Germany and 
other countries iP Western Europe. 
And out of those thousands there 
would be a great many who, seeing 
opportunities here that native Can- 
adians have either missed, or for 
some reason neglected, would de- 
velope. new/industries and create 
new jobs. “ 

Where would this continent be 
today had there been no immigrant 
ships to bring out the fathers and 
grandfathers of the Saunders, 
Fords, Burbanks, Edisons, Bells, 
and hundreds of others who have 
launched new industries or opened 
new territories? Certainly in Can- 
ada at least. we are not so far de- 
veloped that we can afford to pass 
up any effers of help.

Canning at Home 
Free on Request 


With the canning and preserving 
season in full swing, a timely publi- 
cation is now available from the Do- 
mnion Department of Agriculture. It 
ig entitled “Home Canning of Fruits 
and Vegetables” and was prepared 
by the Consumer Service of the 
Department. It answers most of the 
questions likely to arise when can- 
ning fruits or vegetables, or making 
jams and jelles, pickles and relishes. 


Requirements and Recipes 


The section on canning indicates 
the equipment required, and ex- 
plains every step to take until the 
fruit or vegetable is processed, 
sealed in the containers and ready 


to be stored for future use. The 
chance of error is reduced to 
# minimum by the inclusion 


of a processing time table giv- 
ing full instructions for the prepara- 
tion of each kind of fruit and vege- 
table and the time required for pro- 
cessing. 

The sections dealing with the prfe- 
paration of jams and conserves, jel- 
lies, pickles and relishes are dealt 
with in similar way, and the reader 
can tell at a glance how to go about 
preparing and processing the product 
required. Kecipes, which have been 
carefully tested, are also given for 
a number of jams and jellies made 
from a combination of different 
fruits, such as cantaloupe and peach 
jam, grape and pear jam, choke 
cherry and apple jelly, and several 
recipes appear for pickles and re- 
lishes. , '

Poison Ivy Can 
Spoil The Picnic 


Every year as the holiday season 
advances, reports become frequent 
of, a day’s outing being spoiled by 
contact with poison ivy. Particular-_| 
ly is this so in the cases of family 
picnics, where one of the pleasures 
of the day is the anticipation of 
finding an ideal spot on which to 
camp for the day. Danger is far- 
thest from their thoughts, but ex- 
perienced picnickers know that one 
of’ the first things to be done on 
arriving at an unknown ‘spot is to 
explore it and the surroundings for 
possible presence of poison ivy.

Poison ivy is one of the worst, if 
not the worst, skin-irritant plants 
in North America, and it grows 
under a variety of conditions, wet 
or dry, shade or exposed, and in 
any soil from fine sand or rocky 


ground to rich soil in the 
woods.’ It is seldom found in 
cultivated land but it may be 


plentiful in unoccupied areas, or 
in secluded nooks and dells which 
children love to explore. Poisoning 
is the result of contact with any 
part of the plant — leaves, flower, 
stems, and roots—or from clothing, 
boots, and tools that have the juice 
of the ivy on them. 
= 3 * ° 

If it is anticipated that poison 
ivy may be met in the day’s outing, 
it is a good plan to carry a piece of 
strong laundry soap in’ the equip- 
ment because washing with this kind 
of soap in running water immediate- 
ly contact with ‘the ivy is suspected 
and before the oil of the plant can 
penetrate the skin, is the popular and 
effective treatment. Im tie event of 
poisoning, the initial stage is a mild 
itching sensation, followed by blis- 
ters which on breaking become 
painful oozing, sores. In that case 
medical aid is advisable, 

* * & 

The extermination of the poison 
ivy plant has always been a tough 
job. "During the waf, the plant was 
killed around the military camps in 
Canada by the use of ammonium 
sulphamate, and now the new won- 
dér weed killer 2,4-D is being used, 
but even with this devastating chem- 
ical it takes two applications to com- 
plete the entire destruction of the 
obnoxious poison ivy pant. In the 
use of the 2,4-D weed killer, George 
Knowles, Weed Control Expert, 
Field Husbandry Division, Experi- 
mental Farms Seryices, advises con- 
siderable care, particularly when 
near vegetable or flower gardens or 
ornamental trees. Spraying should 
be kept well away from them and 
should not be carried out on a windy 
day because the fine spray carried 
by the wind might be carried some 
distance.

In Ontario, three and four and 
five generations ago, they destroy- 
ed the magnificent hardwood and 
pine forests to get at the land. 
Where the pine was convenient to 
water transportation, it was mar- 
keted. The hardwood was mostly 
piled up and burned and little 
was retrieved from it except the 
potash in the ashes, The land 
was brought under ‘cultivation, 

Now, in Ontario, they are bring- 
ing back the forest and for three _ 
specific purposes, to provide the 
materials for a dwindling industry, 
to enable thc farmer to stay on 
the land and to control the spring 
flood-water, which is getting out. 
of hand, Major-General Howard 
Kennedy, chairman of the Ontario. 
Royal. commission on Forestry, 
told a pulp and paper industry con-" 
vention at Petawawa of his plans 
for reforestation over the next 
twenty years.

The homemaker may sit down 
to a satisfying meal that attracts 
the eye and teases the taste and 
at the same time be as cool as 
the proverbial cucumber herslf, if 
she does a little planning and pre- 
pafation in the morning. 

The Home Economists of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture. say that 
there are many ways to arrange 
this, A boiled ham or beef loaf, 
stored all ready to serve in the ice 
box or cool cellar, and a large 
jar of salad dressing are first 
aids in any meal emergency, for 
which greens from the garden for 
salad and fruit for dessert the 
meal is. on the table. 

A hot dish stimulates the appe- 
tite and adds variety. This may 
be quickly served if some of the 
preparation is done ahead of time. 
Hard cooked eggs may be halved 
or sliced in acurry sauce or they 
may become “a la-King” in a 
‘plain cream sauce with bits of 
onion and sweet red° peppers.

Vegetable-Cheese Casserole 
1% cups milk 

1 cup stale bread crumbs 

1 cup grated cheddar cheese 
¥% teaspoon salt 

Y% teaspoon pepper 

2 eggs well beaten 

12 slices vegetable marrow (1 

medium marrow) «¢ 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 

Scald milk. Pour over stale 
bread crumbs, add cheese, salt. 
and pepper, then add the well 
beaten eggs. Arrange the vege- 
table marrow in a greased casse- 
role. Sprinkle with chopped onion 
and pour the milk and cheese mix- 
ture over it. Set in a_pan of warm 
water and oven poach in a mod- 
erate oven 350 degrees F., for one 
hour or until cheese mixture is 
firm, Six servings. 

This may be prepared in 
morning and baked in time 
supper. 

Jellied Veal in Green Peppers 

2 to 2% Ibs. weal shank 
2 quarts water 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon celery seed or few 
sprigs celery leaves 
1 small onion sliced 
1 small carrot ¢ut in half 

Place veal, water, salt, celery 
seed, onion and carrot in kettle. 
Cover and simmer gntil. meat falls 
from the bones, about 1% to 2 
hours. Dice meat—there should be 
about two cups.’ Strain stock and 
boil in an open kettle 10 to 15 
minutes, or until flavour is con- 
centrated,

1% cup cold water 
2 cups véal stock 
2 tablespoons chopped sweet 
red pepper or pimento 
2 cups chopped veal

If straws show which way the wind 
is blowing, then there are unmistake- 
able signs of an economic adverse 
breeze. It seems, now, as though 
the present situation in Can- 
ada and the United States, is fol- 
lowing pretty closely the pattern of 
the years following the First World 
War. The excitement following the 
cessation of hostilities, the struggle 
for the control of markets, the haste 
to get back to so-called normal con- 
ditions; then the post-war boom: in- 
creasing prices, increasing costs, in- 
creasing wages. Then a recession! 

It would seem as though this North 
American Continent is on the border 
line of the recession of 1920. Prices 
have continued to rise until the peo- 
ple are beginning to take matters in 
their own hands. They are not buying 
with the same reckless abandon as

The storekeepers will admit that the’ 
customer is now getting a bit more 
“choosy.” 

That is one straw. Another is the 
way in which great employers of la- 
bor, and “hose in charge of construc- 
tion, are drawing back from com- 
mittments already made. A builder 
supply man told the writer he had 
cancellations for $300,000 worth of 
shingles since the price was advanc- 
ed. “Housing Enterprises” an incor- 
porated organization of insurance 
companies, have had to cancel. all 
contracts for small, low priced homes, 
because of the cost of building them. 
By the time they had been built 
at current rates, the rents would have 
to be so high that the family in the 
medium salaried brackets, could not 
pay them. That's another straw. Now 
a great hospital to be built, will 
have to wait.

Switzerland Marks 
Over 650 Years of 
Political Freedom 


Switzerland, which has main- 
tained a policy of strict neutrality 
for over a century and a half, ob- 
served its 656th year of demo- 
cratic freedom on the first of this 
month, Once again traditional 
festivities, curtailed during the war 
when the nation was encircled by 
the Axis, were held.

It was back in 1291 that the 
mountaineers and peasants of the 
first three cantons, Uri, Schwyz 
and Unterwalden, entered into a 
perpetual pact to safeguard their 
system of lucal self-government in 
opposition to the officials set up 
by the Habsburgs. Since then 
Switzerland, whose union of twen- 
ty-two cantons was completed in 
1715, has proved that it is possible 
for nations tc live together in har- 
mony, The Swiss policy of abso- 
lute but active neutrality enabled 
the nation to perform many im- 
portant international _ services. 
During the two World Wars the 
International Red Cross in Geneva 
accomplished enormous tasks in” 
acting as liaison agent between pri- 
goners and ‘internees of war and 
their families. More than 100,000 
refugees have been sheltered with- 
in Swiss frontiers in recent years, 
further proof of the humane role 
which the littl land of the Alps 
played in the second World War. 

The “Save the Children” pro- 
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gram of the Swiss National Red 
Cross is still in effect. It helps 
thousands of youngsters of all na- 
tionalities to regain their health 
through recuperative vacations in 
Swiss resorts and private homes. 
Other charities include roving 
medical teams and numerous relief 
centres, The foreign interests of 
forty-four nations, including the 
United States, were handled by 
Switzerland during the last war. 
Four different languages are spok- 
en in this little country of 4,300,000 
people. All groups continue to 
work together in harmony and co- 
operation developed over six and 
a half centuries of democratic 
freedom

He has a 
stone’ palace with telephone and 
pushbuttons in the crude, walled 
capital of Ryadh, but when he 
travels his servants pitch a four- 
room, silk-lined tent,~ complete 
with bathroom, This ruler—of 
“Arabia of the Sauds” holds title 
to the 610,000 square miles of his 
land and absolute power over his 
5,250,000 illiterate and impoverish- 
ed subjects, 

Ibn Saud has a‘fabulous income. 
For the privilege of exploiting 
Arabia’s vast oil reserves, the Ara- 
bian-America! Oil Company pays 
him a royalty of 23 cents a barrel. 
The total came to $10,000,000 in 
1946, is expected to reach $50,000,- 
000 in 1950, 

Last week the King announced 
plans for spending some of his 


money. He will enlarge two 
ports, build a railway, two air- 
fields, i,200 miies of road. He 
plans to bring electricity and 


water to the holy cities of Mecca 
and Medina as well as to Ryadh. 
He plans vlso to construct irriga- 
tion projects, build agricultural 
experiment stations, schools and 
hospitals, The construction will 
take four years and cost $270,000,- 
000—most of which the King ex- 
pects to borrow from US. oil 
companies and the U.S. Import- 
Export Bank.

War Prisoners 


Unfit for Work 


All German prisoners of war 
returning from Russia into the 
United States occupation zone of 
Germany are in such poor physi- 


_cal condition that they are unfit 


for work’ and many may never 
be able to work. again, according 
to a report of the American Milit- 
ary Government, 

Rehabilitation to make many 
of them fit for employment re. 
quires from three to six months’ 
care in camps on extra food ra- 
tions provided from foreign re- 
lief supplies, an official report 
added, 


* * e 


The report's 10-line account 
was believed to be AMG's first 
official comment on the physical 
state of German prisoners, now 
being released by the Russians at 
an accelerated rate after two 
years or more of labor, There 
have, however, been frequent 
published charges by Germans 
that the Russians released only 
prisoners no longer able to work. 

The Military Government re- 
port said’about 1,500 POW’s were 


arriving weekly in the © United 
States zone from the Soviet 
Union, a rate ‘expected to con- 


tinue until December, The report 
continued: " 


“All those. being returned are 
unfit for employment, but less 
than 10 per cent are actually hos- 
pitalized after they reach the 
United States zone. They are 
placed in reception camps at Hers- 
feld in Hesse, Ulm in Wuerttem- 
berg-Baden and Hof in Bavaria, 
where care is ‘provided until fam- 
ilies can call for the men or other 
plans can be made. 

e e * 


“In the camps the men are 
given a 2,600-calorie diet daily, 
with higher diets for those who 
are hospitalized, (This is at least 
twice the ration which ordinary 
civilians have drawn in the west- 
ern zones for several months.) 


“The released prisoners are 
clothed and fed from foreign re- 
lief supplies, The percentage of 
returning prisoners of war is not 
known, but all will need three 
to six months care before they can 
be given employment.”
